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JOURNALISTIC INTELLECTUALITY 


Itisan excellent sign, both fora 
paper and its readers, when it is in ad- 
vance of the times. Too often the 
prejudices of the great mass of the 
citizeos of by country color their 
thoughts to such an extent that they 

not in condition to weigh the evi- 
dence end decide calmly. They have 
not the time, and maay have not the 
facilities for close investigation, and 
they form hasty conclusions. In this 
way.fanaticisms and empiricisms often 
assume enormous proportions, and it 
is bere that the conscientious and in- 
telligent newspaper assumes its true 
importance. It is supposed always to 
have means of investigation, and sure- 
ly it has every motive to use them: 
When it has the courage of its convic- 
tens it is certain to be vindicated in 
time, and a few such trials give it great 
influence. On the other hand too 
many papers yield to the temptation 
to veer with every breeze, and, instead 
of being guided by the rigid line of 
riglit, are ready to flop whenever pass- 
ing prejadice places them in the mi- 
nority. There is still another class, 
whose only conception of journalistic 
duty is to pick flaws in contempora- 
ries, Of these the Record recently 
gave the following accurate descrip- 
tion: Everybody has at some time 
observed the progress of a controversy 
between two party ‘organs.’ In these 
cases there is no thought of seeking 
the truth, and no intention of admit- 
ting it if found, unless it can be made 
use of. Each of the disputants maneu- 
vers for the weather-gage like an old- 
fashioned fighting - frigate. Neither 
attempts to answer his adversary’s ar- 
guments, but each endeavors to find a 
weak spot in the other’s defenses. And 
in order to obtain the appearance of 
victory the combatants will resort to 
the most flagitious subterfuges, such 
as garbling one another's statements, 
printing one sentence and omitting 
another, mutilating language so as to 
alterzthe measiog, ignoring part of a 
statement, and replying to another 
part, and soon. Now this is not re- 
spectable intellectual coaflict, but a 
sort of piracy which only irresponsible 
writers would engage in.” As we de- 
velop, this class ot warfare will be ban 
ished by public opinion from the news- 
papers, as it has been from the pulpit 
and the lecture field, and logic and ar- 
gument take its place.

For the eight months of the current 
fiscal year the reduction of the interest 
bearing debt bas been over $105,000,- 
000 and the reduction of the total 
debt, exclusive of cash in the Treasury, 
has been $94,000,000. The Secretary 
of the Treasury believes that the pres- 
ent fiscal year will be the most notable 
in the history of the Government in 
the matter of the reduction of debt. 


The Journal says, “The general.

but many tax-payers believe that the 
schools cap be run with less than 40 
cents.” Let us by all means keep up 
our school fund. It was short last 
year, and if it is reduced the schools 
will be closed half the year.

Beecher on the Chinese. 
New York, March 27. 
Beecher touched upon two import- 
ant public matters in bis sermon yes- 
terday morning. The action of Cong- 
ress in regard to the Chinese, and 
legislative tinkering of the city charter. 
On the former, Beecher said that one 
of the special difficulties of the Gov- 
ernment was caused by the fact that 


this country was the gulf into avhich 
poured a stream of immigration. That 
stream carried down as much mud as 
does the Nile into its delta, and 
mud was miasmatic. Mud made the 
best soil, but killed all it overfluwed. 
Still, immigration was needed and he 
favored it. Great trouble, he said, 
arose over the Irish vote. The Irish 
is a wonderful race—mercurial and 
full of men of genius; full of the most 
admirable creatures who ever domi- 
nated the earth. The Irish were full 
of driving force but had no construct- 
ive power. Alone they Could never 
build a nation, but cross-bred they 
formed an admirable element of the 
nation’s power. But they did make 
mischief in city governments, said 
Beecher. Thank God Ireland has not 
many more to send over, as she is 
pretty @early gone up. The next 
element is Gernian— more numerous, 
far more subordinate to the law, and 
naturally peaceful citizens. After the 
hodge—podge of other nations, comes 
the last, but best of all, the China- 
man. 
man could live on what the Yankees 
threw away, the Jew on what the Ger- 
mans throw away, andthe Chinaman 
dn what the Jews throw away. They 
are types of parent industry and per- 
sistency in living, and can do more 
and live on less than anyene else, Our 
fool Congress goes to work to shut 
them out. [Applause.] All the im- 
portant races in our country have a 
epring-up which carries them to seek 
the higher forms of living. The want 
of the country is a class of men to do 
the common and vulgar work. We 
are hungry for them. The work is 
left for the broken down and under 
class, and here we have a class of men 
coming to us ready and willing to do 
it, and we shut the golden gate of 
hope and promise in their faces. God 
writes down “ashes” against all the 
men who voted fur this piece of legis- 
lation, [Applause.] and “that is my 
opinion.

I am now 
past 76 years of age, and feel as if my 
declining bealth and physical debility 
render it proper that one more capa- 
ble of performing the duties of the 
position should take my place. I 
wish my remaining days, should they 
be extended to the end of the present 
Congress may be spent in quiet and 
rest. The labors of a member of Con- 
gress are too heavy for me to dis- 
charge as I ought to. I have always 
been a Democrat, but an independent 
Democrat. I have never acknowl- 
edged an allegiance to any party. My 
allegiance has been due to principle 
and party organization. I Lave never 
held to be other than a subordinate to 
the great essential principles of the 
Constitutional Government as an- 
nounced by Jefferson and maintained 
by the fathers of the Republic. In 
that school of politics I was born and 
reared, and in it I expect to die.”

from which Parrott had just been 
taken. Tne rescuers again descended 
and found Currelly dead, with his 
head badly mashed and both ankles 
broken.
